servation of  certain  public  lands  to  sup- 
ply timber  for  naval  purposes,”  and 
contingent  expenses  for  carrying  the 
same  into  effect,  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars

ACT  fortlie  relief  of  the  legal  represen- 
tatives of  Philip  Barbour,  deceased. 

.He  it  enacted  by  the  Senute  and  House 
(f  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  register  of  the  land  office  and  receiv- 
er of  the  public  monies  of  the  United 
States  in  the  state  of  Mississippi  west  of 
Pearl  River,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  and  direetjd,  within  twelve 
months  afte*  the  passage  of  this  act,  to 
report  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gen- 
eral I.and  Office  the  value  oi  filteen 
hundred  acres  of  land,  situated  on 
* the  river  Mississippi,  at  the  mouth 
of  Big  Black,  commonly  ca'lcd  the 
’ Grand  Gulph,  patented  in  the  year  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy,  by 
the  government  of  West  Florida,  to 
Philip  Barbour,  deceased ; the  said  re- 
gister and  receiver  having,  in  making 
such  estimate,  a clue  regard  to  the  time 


when  the  said  land,  or  any  part  of  it, 
was  sold  by  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States:  whereupon  the  said  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Offic 
shall  issue  to  the  legal  represemuiv ; oi 
the  said  Philip  Barbour,  dece  tibuuj  it 
ossificate  of  the  amount  so  reported  by 
thesaid  register  and  receiver;  which 
certificate  shall  be  receivable  in  pay- 
ment of  any  debt' which  may  have 
accrued,  or  shall  hereafter  accrue,  to 
the  United  States,  on  the  sale  of  any  ol 
the  public  lands:  Provided,  however, 
That,  before  the  said  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office  shall  issue  the 
certificate,  the  said  legal  repiesentative 
shall  file  in  his  office  a written  releas  ■, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  with  all  the  so- 
lemnities necessary  to  make  it  valid  and 
operative,  whereby  he  shall  release  to 
the  United  States  all  his  claim  to  the 
said  fifteen  hundred  acres  of  land.

Mr.  Forsyth  to  Don  Manuel  Conzale 
Salmon. 

MADRID,  JUNE  21. 

Sir— The  determination  of  his  catho- 
lic majesty  to  delay  the  exchange  of  ra- 
tifications of  the  treaty  signed  on  thc22r’ 
February,  at  Washington,  by  Mr.  A- 
dams  and  the  Chevalier  de  Onis,  as  com- 
municated by  your  excellency’s  note  of 
the  19th  inst.  in  reply  to  my  notes  o' 
May  18th,  and  the  14th  of  this  ir.  intht 
fills  me  with  regret.  As  the  subjec, 
matter  of  that  treaty  has  been  for  years 
before  the  two  governments  bol  h of  whom 
have,  no  doubt,  long  since  discussed  and 
deliberately  determined  upon  what  they 
would  respectively  claim  and  yield,  I 
took  it  for  granted  no  motive  for  tlelav 
could  exist.  Your  Excellency’s  note 
w ileit  states  to  me  the  fact  that  a long- 
er delay  is  contemplated,  does  not  enlight- 
en me  as  to  the  cause.  The  measure 
is,  no  doubt,  important  and  interesting 
to  bis  majesty’s  kingdom,  but  no  new 
light  can  have  broken  in  upon  the  sub- 
ject since  the  instructions  were  given  to 
the  Chevalier  de  Onis,  upon  which  the 
treaty  is  founded,  on  the  part  of  Spain  ; 
no  change  of  the  circumst.Mccs  of  the 
partiesto  it,  has  occurred — no  new  caus- 
es of  difficulty  or  complaint,  are  known 
to  exist.  Although  the  words  of  the 
treaty  allow  six  months  to  elapse  before 
the  instrument  is  annulled,  if  the  ex- 
change of  ratification  is  not  previously 
rqade,  I must  represent  to  your  excel- 
lency, that  every  hour's  delay  is  at  vari- 
ance with  the  spirit  of  the  instrument, 
riictiine  stipulated  was  to  guard  against 
accidents,  extended  to  the  longest  peri- 
od which,  under  any  circumstances, 
could  be  required  to  effect  the  exchange. 
Had  the  distance  of  our  respective  go- 
vernments permitted,  the  time  fixed 
would  not  have  been  extended  beyond  a 
single  day.  If  the  government  of  the 
United  States  had  not  gratuitously  of- 
fered the  exchange  here,  his  majesty 
would  have  been  compelled,  ere  tins,  to 
have  transmitted  the  treaty  ratified  on 
the  part  of  Spain,  to  America,  or  have 
lost  the  benefit  of  the  convention.  You 
will  recollect  that  no  place  is  fixed  at 
which  the  exchange  is  to  be  made.  It 
is  to  the  confidence  of  the  American  go- 
vernment in  the  good  disposition  of 
Spain,  that  the  king,  your  master,  is  in- 
d bted  fortlie  opportunity  thus  to  delay 
a ting  upon  the  subject.  The  ill  con- 
sequences which  will  ensue  from  this 
postponement,  and  the  impression  like 
ly  to  be  made  by  it,  can  be  easily  fore- 
seen. Vn»r  excellency  may  correctly 
[e  tiinate  i . ; conjectures  to  which  it 
j will  give  birth  in  the  United  States, 
from  what  is  passing  here.  1 on,  ;i  r 
jhaps,  are  yet  to  learn,  teal  the  deny  of 


lie  last  month  has  given  rise,  at  the  seat 
if  his  majesty’s  government,  among  his 
own  subjects,  to  the  most  monstrous  and 
absurd  suppositions.  Among  the  sub- 
jects of  Spain,  those  who  best  know  the 
integrity  of  the  king,  and  the  purity  of 
ns  councils,  it  is  asserted,  that  an  act 
required  by  the  policy  of  this  govern- 
ment, essential  to  the  intcres’s  of  this 
kingdom,  and  demanded  by  the  honor  of 
the  king,  will  not  be  performed.  Yes, 
sir ; the  king  is  calumniated  in  his  very 
capital  by  a most  unjust  surmise,  that 
there  will  be  a refusal  to  do  that  which 
the  reputation  of  Spain  requires ; that 
which  Spain  dare  not  refuse  to  do. — 
Your  Excellency  will  not  understand 
this  as  threatening  his  majesty’s  govern- 
ment with  the  consequences  which  might 
ensue  from  the  resentment  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  if  it  were  possible  for  Spain  to 
act  in  this  business  with  bad  faith. — 
Threats  are  used  by  conscious  weakness, 
not  by  conscious  strength.  I know  too 
well  the  abundant  resources,  the  cx- 
oanding  power,  the  youthful  vigor  o' 
my  country,  to  degrade  her  character 
by  using  language  unworthy  of  it — if 
not  by  my  respect  for  Spain,  I should 
be  prevented  by  the  fear  of  the  deserv- 
ed resentment  of  my  own  country  ; I 
should  not  be  easily  forgiven  for  condes- 
cending to  say  how  she  would  punish  an 
act  of  perfidy.  It  is  by  her  acts,  and 
not  by  the  railings  of  her  ministers,  that 
she  will  be  known  to  those  who  violate 
the  faith  pledged  to  her.  B it  there  is 
this,  which  a just  government  will  more 
cau  iously  avoid  than  even  the  well- 
founded  resentment  of  a powerful'iiation 
— the  degradation  of  conscious  baseness. 
No  wise  king  will  dare  to  do  an  act 
vliich  would  deprive  him  of  the  respect 
of  all  nations,  sully  the  reputution  of 
.is  kingdom  in  the  eyes  of  the  civilized 
world,  and  deprive  his  people  of  the 
strongest  incentive  to  virtuous  exertions, 
under  every  dispensation’  of  heaven — 
the  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  their 
government.  If  even,  in  Spain,  unjust 
surmises  and  unfounded  mistrusts  are 
entertained,  your  excellency,  recollect- 
i >g  the  lately  subsided  irritationsoflong- 
continued  disputes  with  the  goveanment 
of  his  majesty,  will  not  be  surprised, 
that,  in  the  LTnited  Mates,  the  same 
cause  should  produce,  not  suspicions, 
but  firm  convictions  of  the  intention  o( 
this  government  to  disappoint  the  ex- 
pectations reposed  in  its  good  faith.  I 
Know  full  -well, that,  ill  two  months,  the 
art  of  the  exchange  of  ratifications  will 
prove,  that  these  harsh  convictions  have 
been  hastily  and  incorrectly  formed  ; — 
but  the  impression  of  them  may  remain, 
md  the  motive  for  the  exchange  may  be 
misunderstood.  I have  used  every  ef- 
fort to  avert  it,  but  in  vain.  If  my  ap- 
prehen  nils  should  not  be  realized,  I 
snail  heartily  rejoice. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  say,  in  this 
last  note  that  I shall  address  to  your  ex- 
cellency on  this  subject,  that,  whenever 
his  majesty  directs  you  to  exchange  the 
ratification  of  the  treaty  of  22d  Februa- 
ry, 1819,  I am  prepared,  at  any  period 
before  the  22d  of  August,  on  the  part  of 
my  government,  to  perform  that  cere- 
mony. 

I renew  to  your  excellency,  whom  may 
God  preserve,  the  full  assurance  of  my 
perfect  respect.

Don  Manuel  Conzales  Salmon  to  Mr. 

Forsyth. 

[translation.] 

Sir — T duly  received  tne  note  you 
were  pleased  to  address  to  me,  dated 
the  21st  of  June  last,  in  answer  to  that 
which  I had  the  honor  to  write  to  you 
on  the  19th  of  the  same  month, ‘being 
niy  reply  to  your  notes  ol  the  8th  of  May 
and  4th  of  June,  requesting  the  speedy 
ratification  and  exchange  of  the  treaty, 
lately  concluded  at  Washington,  on  the 
22d  February,  of  the  present  year,  be- 
tween fits  majesty,  the  king,  my  master, 
and  your  government.  * 

In  my  said  reply,  I confined  myself  tc 
stating  to  you  that  his  majesty,  having 
taken  that  important  subject  into  his 
most  serious  consideration,  had  found  it 
indispensably  necessary  to  examine  the 
treaty  with  the  utmost  caution  and  re- 
ilectisn  before  he  proceeded  to  ratify  it.. 

In  your  answer  you  express  your  sur- 
prise at  the  delay  attending  a transac- 
tion, which,  having-  been  already  tho- 
roughly discussed,  could  require  no  re- 
newed examination  of  its  final  and  defini- 
tive decision;  and  the  more  so,  as  the 
circumstances  which  lead  to  it,  had  ex- 
perienced no  change,  with  cither  party. 
You  proceed  to  develop,  at  length,  the 
injurious  effect  that,  in  your  opinion, 
must  be  produced  by  the  delay  of  the 
Spanish  government,  in  concluding  this 
affair,  and  al.so  of  the  disag  reeabfc  conse- 
quences that  you  forsee  must  result 
from  that  delay;  and  yoij. conclude,  by 
staling,  that  whenever  his  catholic  ma- 
jesty shall  please  to  authorise  me  to  ex- 
charge  the  ratifications  of  the  treaty  of 
-’2d  February,  1819,  von  are  ready  to* 
execute  that  act  on  behalf  of  yo  ir  gov- 
ernment, at  any  tim  prior  to  the  date  of 
he  22dof  August. 

It  would  have  been  desirable  if*you 
had  confined  yourst  If,  in  voi  rsaid  note, 
to  expressing  your  surprize  and  that  of 
your  government,  at  the  delay,'  on  the 


part  of  Spain,  in  terminating,  by  her  rat- 
ification, ail  affair,  which,  according  to 
the  intention  of  both,  was  to  be  consider- 
ed as  concluded,  and  to  earnestly  reques- 
ting the  exchange  of  the  same;  by 
which  the  wishes  of  your  government, 
and  one  of  the  principal  objects  oi  your 
arrival  at  this  court,  would  be  accom- 
plished. 

Thus,  it  is  to  be  supposed,  that  you 
would  have  only  conformed  to  the  in- 
structions which  you  will  probably  re- 
ceive from  your  government ; and, 
therefore,  other  expressions  and  phrases 
you  have  used  in  your  note,  cannot  fail 
to  appear  very  extraordinary,  which 
your  ardent  zeal  for  the  interests  of 
your  nation,  has,  doubtless,  prompted 
you  to  employ,  but  in  which  you  have 
been  carried  farther  than  really  could 
have  been  wished. 

The  expressions  and  phrases  alluded 
to,  which  I refrain  from  otherwise  spe- 
cifying, are,  to  Say  the  least,  entirely  su- 
perfluous, and,  consequently,  foreign  to 
the  subject  in  question,  they  have, 
therefore,  surprized  tiie  more,  as,  in  no 
nossible  case,  can  they  be  applicable  to 
the  Spanish  government,  or  to  its  agen  s 
Convinced  of  the  rectitude  and  jusiice 
of  its  rights,  and  of  those  ever  prescrib- 
ed by  the  bounds  of  moderation,  it  ne- 
ver has,  in  its  communications,  permit- 
ted itself  to  go  to  such  extremes  as 
would  justify  the  proceeding  new  ad- 
verted to. 

There  would  he  much  to  remark  up- 
on a style  so  unusual  in  diplomatic  com- 
munications, and  still  less  conformable 
td  the  sentiments  of  mutual  friendship 
and  harmony,  which  should  exist  be- 
tween the  two  governments  of  Spain  and 
the  United  States  of  America,  as  well  as 
of  those  which,  as  its  representative,  you 
arc  in  a situation  to  express  ; but  I shall 
abstain  from  any  particular  detail  or 
comment  upon  your  expressions,  and 
confine  myself  merely  to  declare  to  you 
as  I have  already  done.  the  extreme  sur- 
prize produced  by  that  part  of  the  con- 
tents of  your  note. 

I am,  at  the  same  time,  authorized  by 
the  king,  my  master,  to  inform  you,  that, 
having  deliberately  weighed  the  impor- 
tant subject,  which  forms  the  principal! 
object  of  your  communication,  lie  is  of 
opinion,  that  a final  decision  cannot  be 
taken  thereupon,  without  previously  en- 
tering into  several  explanations  with  tbe 
government  of  the  United  States,  to 
some  of  which  your  government  has 
given  rise. 

I I is  majesty  has,  therefore,  been  plea- 
sed to  charge,  with  Ins  full  confidence,  a 
person  possessing  all  the  qualifications 
necessary  fpr  bringing  this  interesting 
trust  to  a happy  conclusion,  who  will 
forthwith  make  known  to  the  United 
States  his  majesty’s  intentions  ,usi  this 
point,  in  order  that,  all  obstacles  being 
removed  on  the  one  side  and  cleared  up 
on  the  other,  all  the  doubts  which  have 
arisen  may  be  done  away,  and  a full  and 
satisfactory  accomplishment  given  to 
the  earnest  desire  which  certainly  has 
uniformly  beentosee  the  friendship  and 
good  understanding,  subsisting  between 
both  governments, , established  on  the 
most  solid  basis,  and  secured  against  fu- 
ture chances  of  interruption. 

His  .catholic  majesty  persuades  him- 
self that  the  government  of’lhu  United 
States,  in  accordance  with  these  princi- 
ples and  sentiMien's,  far  from  refusing 
ito  admit  these  new  explanations,  will 
jcheerfully  receive  them,  as  a proof  of 
jthe  good  faith  and  frankness  of  the  con- 
|duct  of^pain  ; and  that  they  will  ae- 
Icede  to  her  views,  by  promoting  also,  on 
their  part,  the  speedy  conclusion  of  an 
affair  productive  of  the  mutual  advant- 
age of  both  powers.

Mr.  Forsyth  to  Sen.  Don  Manual  Gon- 
zales Salmon,  acting  Secretary  of 
State,  Sec.  Re. 

Madrid,  August  12th,  1819. 

Sin:  I received,  this  morning,  yow 
officio  of  the  10th  inst.  Some  of  the 
expressions  oftlie  note  which  I had  the 
libiftir  to  present  to  his  majesty’s  gov 
eminent,  or.  the  .2 1st  of  June  last  appear 
to  have  given  offence.  As  you  have  not 
specified  the  particular  phrases  cr  ex- 
pressions which  arc  considered  censura- 
ble,'! can  only  say  that  it  was  far  either 
from  my  wish  or  intention  to  treat  his 
majesty’s  government  with  disrespect, 
or  to  use  terms  calculated  to  interrupt 
the  harmony  and  good  understanding 
which  ought  to  exist  between  it,  and  the 
United  States.  I catne  here  instructed 
by  the  president,  and  animated  by  the 
w rmest  wishes  to  strengthen,  not  to 
weaken,  the  almost  broken  bands  of  am 
i vby  which  the  two  nations  are  still  u- 
nited.  I can  but  regret,  th.u,  in  my  zeal 
to  promote  this  great  object,  I have  us 
cd  language  capable  of  being  misunder- 
stood. You  will  consider  that  this  re- 
tret  does  not  spring  from  a conviction 
that  the  construction  put  upon  my  not, 
is  just.  So  far  from  admitting  this,  1 
must  insist  teat  there  is  nothing  contain 
cd  in  it,  which,  if  rightly  interpreted, 
could  be  deemed  objectionable;  and 
cannot  but  indulge  the  belief,  that  the 
language  has  been  held  offensive  no, 
Irorti  its  genuine  and  original  import^ 


but  from  some  fatality  in  its  application* 
As  to  the  remarks  you  havebeen  pleas-' 
ed  to  make,  that  these  unusual  expres- 
sions were  idle,  (ociosos)  not  pertinent 
to  the  business  in  question,  and  not  com- 
mon to  diplomatic  Communications,  they 
are  not  sufficiently  important  to  merit  a 
distinct  reply.  The  two  first  it  is  not 
the  province  of  his  majesty’s  govern- 
ment to  reprove ; to  my  own  govern- 
ment I look  for  approbation  or  censure. 
There  is  no  doubt,  that  the  pertinacy  of 
the  matters  referred  to,  will  not  escape 
its  penetration.  Should  I be  convicted 
of  the  effence  of  departing  from  the  or- 
dinary diplomatic  style,  I shall  find  a 
bundant  consolation  in  the  consciousness 
of  having  expressed  just  sentiments  in 
simple  terms.  The  course  pursued  by 
the  government  of  his  Catholic  majesty, 
and  intended  to  be  persisted  in,  as  indi- 
cated by  your  note,  is  much  more  like- 
ly to  disturb  the  harmony  ot  the  two  na- 
tions, than  the  intemperate  zeal  of  the 
representatives  or  agents  of  either.  On 
the  22d  of  February,-  the  convention  was 
signed  at  Washington,  by  Mr.  Adams 
and  the  chevalier  de  Onis.  In  April  a 
copy  of  it  was  received  in  Spain,  from 
the  messenger  sent  by  the  Spanish  min- 
ister from  America.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  remind  you,  that  the  satisfaction  of 
this  government  in  the  termination  of 
this  important  business,  was  marked  by 
the  distribution  of  honors  in  the  gift  of 
the  crown,  to  persons  very  remotely 
connected  with  the  transaction.  What 
has  produced  the  very  sir  p ising  ctr  ng 
in  tne  opinions,  then  ascertained  on  this 
subject,  is  for  you,  sir,  to  explain,  if  you 
think  proper,  but  is  what  I cannot  ima- 
gine. Outlie  18th  oi  May,  imtnediat- 
ly  after  my  introduction  to  his  majesty, 
the  note  of  that  day  was  delivered.  It 
was  therein  stated  that  the  treaty  ratified 
hy  the  United  States,  was  in  M.;drid,and 
an  immediate  exchange  of  ratifications 
was  asked  that  this  important  document 
might  be  sent  to  my  government  by  a 
vessel  of  war,  bound  in  a short  time  from 
Cadiz  to  America  ; to  this  no  reply  was 
given.  Under  the  expectation  enter- 
tained from  several  conversations  with 
the  marquis  of  Cassa  Yrujo,  the  sub- 
stance oi  which,  has  been  verbally  stated 
to  you,  the  vessel  was  detained  in  the 
port  of  Cadiz,  until  the  2d  of  July.  It; 
this  interval,  the  only  cotnmunicatio 
received  on  this  important  subject,  wa- 
your  note  of  the  19th  June,  the  purport 
of  which,  was,  that  his  majesty  found  r 
necessary  to  proceed  with  the  delibera- 
tion and  slowness  demanded  by  its  itn 
portance,  to  consider  the  subject  of  tin 
treaty.  On  tbe  12th  day  of  August,  his 
majesty’s  government  gives  notice,  bv 
your  note  oftlie  10th.  of  its  detennina 
lion  to  ratify  ? no,  sir,  to  send  a person 
to  Washington,  possessing  the  confi 
dencc  oftlie  king,  and  having  the  neces- 
sary qualificat  o s to  terminate  happily 
this  affair.  Can  it  have  escaped  the  ob- 
servation of  this  government,  that  this 
affair  must  terminate  in  ten  days  ? 
While  a failure  to  resolve  finishes  the 
business  in  a few  days,  this  government 
thinks  that  a definite  resoluti'  n cannot 
be  taken  without  first  entering  into  va- 
rious explanations  with  the  U.  States 
to  some  of  which  the  government  of  tin 
said  states  has  given  occasion.  What 
circumstance  m the  history  oi  this  affai 
sustains  the  assurances  that  his  majesty 
finds  himself  animated  by  the  most  ve- 
hement desires  to  preserve  a good  un- 
d.  rstanding,  with,  and  the  friendship  of 
the  United  States?  Is  it  the  disappoint- 
ment of  the  rational  anticipation,  indulg- 
ed in  America,  that  the  treaty  ratified 
by  Spain  would  be  carried  there  in  the 
ship  of  war  Hornet  ? The  determination 
to  send  a messenger  to  the  United 
States  for  explanations,  at  this  period, 
when  his  voyage,  as  it  regards  the  qon- 
venlion,  must  be  useless  ; aud  the  only 
hope  which  can  be  entertained  from  it. 
is  that  a new  negociation  may  be  cotn- 
■mcnced?  a circumstance  of  especial 
weight,  when  it  is  recollected  that  this 
mess -nger  might  have  been  sent  to 
Washington,  the  desired  explanations 
might  have  been  asked  anti  given  there 
prior  to  the  22d  of  August,  if  the  king 
youT  master  had  decided  promptly  on 
this  course.  Or  is  it  in  the  inexplicable 
and  studious  avoidance  ef  the  naiura, 
order  of  proceeding  in  a case  of  thi 
kirid,  an  application  to  the  minister  o! 
the  United  Slates,  neat  the  court  of  his 
majesty,  for  these  necessary  explana 
tions,  when  they  might  have  been  pos- 
s bly,  long  since  given,  before  the  pert 
od  arrives,  when  the  convention  of  tin 
22d  February,  ceases  to  be  obligatory 
upon  the  parties  to  it  ? You  will  forgive 
me,  sir.  il  I perceive  in  none  ol  these  cir- 
curiistances,  indications  of  those  vehe 
ment  desires  by  which  his  majesty’s  gov- 
ernment is  animated,  to  establish,  en  r 
solid  basis,  a good  understanding  with 
the  United  States,  to  which,  in  the  usu- 
a.  style  of  diplomatic  communications 
you  refer.  Since,  however,  I am  bourn 
and  most  willing  to  believe  their  exist 
cnce,  although  the  conduct  of  Spain  ha; 
a tendency  to  force  a different  conviction 
upon  the  mind,  allow  me  to  suggest  the 
only  mode  in  which  th<  yean  now  be  fui 
.y  manifested  and  gratified.  With  that 
frankness  and  openness  so  honorable  tv 
ail  nations,  and  by  which  the  Castiliai 
character  has  been  distinguished,  dis- 


close the  difficulties  that  appear  to  in- 
terpose themselves  to  prevent  the  im-. 
mediatc  conclusion  of  this  affair.  I ant 
fully  instructed  by  the  government  of 
my  country  upon  the  only  point  on  which 
it  can  have  given  a motive  for  explana- 
tions, and  while  I cannot  imagine  what 
others  are  wished  for,  I persuade  my- 
self that  I am  so  well  possessed  of  its 
wishes  and  intentions  as  to  be  able  to 
give  full  satisfaction  to  bis  majesty  upon 
any  part  oftlie  treaty,  the  elucidation  of 
which  may  be  desired. 

I renew  to  you,  sir,  the  assurances  of 
my  distinguished  consideration.

Dan  Manual  Conzales  Salmon  to  Mr. 

Forsyth. 

Sir  : 1 have  received  the  note  you 
were  pleased  to  address  to  me  of  the 
12th  instant,  in  answer  to  that  which  £ 
nad  the  honor  to  write  to  you  on  the  10th, 
announcing  the  decision  whieli  the  king, 
iny  master,  had  judged  proper  to  adopt 
in  relation  to  the  treaty  concluded  at 
Washington,  between  the  government  of 
Spain,  and  the  United  States. 

In  that  note  you  begin  by  endeavoring 
to  justify  the  meaning  of  the  expressions 
centained  in  yours  of  the  2 1st  June, 
which,  however,  appear  not  the  less  ex- 
traordinary and  surprising,  as  I have  al- 
ready intimated  to  you.  But,  on  this 
head,  I refer  to  what  I have  had  the 
honor  to  express  to  you  in  my  said  note, 
hy  which  the  question  will  be  consider- 
ed as  put  at  rest,  and  that  on  no  ac- 
count whatever,  will  it  be  agreeable  tc» 
revive  it. 

I therefore  proceed  once  to  reply  to 
the  leading  object  of  your  note ; and  E 
(latter  myself  that  my  answer  will  con- 
vince you,  on  the  one  hand,  that  the  gov- 
ernment of  his  Catholic  Majesty  couid. 
not  observe  a course  different  from  that 
which  it  has  taken  on  this  occasion  ; and 
on  the  other,  that  the  determination  of 
his  majesty  to  adopt  that  course,  is  found- 
ed upon  bis  earnest  wish,  as  I have  al- 
ready stated  to  you,  to  establish  the  am- 
icable and  friendly  relation  of  both  ouc 
governments  upon  a secure  and  perma- 
nent basis. 

It  is  a fact  of  general  notoriety,  and 
must  tnerefore  be  well  known  to  you, 
that  as  soon  as  the  treaty  concluded  be- 
tween bis  Catholic  majesty  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  was  re- 
vived here,  audits  stipulations  became 
•mown,  this  important  subject  was  ta- 
ken into  the  most  scriot.3  consideration 
Ly  the  king,  my  master,  as  well  as  to 
investigate  the  consequences  to  which  it 
might  give  rise  in  relation  to  your  gov- 
.•rnment.  from  that  time,  this  impor- 
tant busiivss  lias  almost  exclusively  oc- 
cupied the  attention  oftlie  Spat  ish  cab- 
inet ; and  it  was  not  until  alter  it  nad  re- 
ceived the  most  mature  deliberation, 
that  bis  Catholic  majesty  resolved  tuat 
no  final  decision  could  be  taken  upon  it, 
without  previously  entering  into  various 
explanations  and  tclairciss>  incuts  with 
the  government  of  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Any  other  determination  which  might 
have  been  taken  previous  to  this  step, 
would  nave  been,  to  say  tbe  least  pre- 
cipitate, and  exposed  to  the  inconven- 
iences which  it  is  wished  to  avoid  ; and 
especially  not  to  leave  the  relations  of 
good  understanding  re-established  be- 
tween both  nations  liable  to  interpreta- 
tions, but  to  place  them  on  solid  and 
stable  principles,  as  permanent  as  t1  © 
sincere  and  perfect  friendship  Sc  harmo- 
ny which  it  is  desired  to  establish  be- 
tween the  two  governments. 

The  explanations  and  eclaircissements 
desired  by  his  majesty  before  a definite 
resolution  conld  betaken  by  him  on  tne 
iffairin  question,  are  not  of  a nature  to 
be  obtained  by  the  means  of  a messen- 
ger despatched  to  the  United  States,  and 
i lie  answer  to  which  could  arrive  here 
before  the  22d  cf  the  present  month  ; 
and  still  less  by  reason  of  the  retreat  of 
the  Minister  plenipotentiary  of  , is  Cath- 
olic majesty,  who  having  made  the  trea- 
ty, and  being  thoroughly  possesed  of  the 
whole  course  of  the  negociation!  was 
best  qualified  to  demand  the  cxpla»a* 
tions  desired.  Besides,  it  having  been 
the  uniform  wish  of  his  Catholic  majes- 
ty to  proceed  with  all  possible  care  an<* 
circumspection  in  an  affair  of  such  mo- 
ment, and  having  thus  investigated  it,  as 
I have  before  stated  to  you,  this  circum- 
stance would. not  have  given  occasion  for 
the  despatch  oi  the  messenger  as  intima- 
ted by  you. 

Nor  could  the  explanations  alluded  to 
be  entered  into  here,  under  existing 
ircu  instances,  on  ac  omit  of  the  want  of 
time  in  the  short  space  proposed  by  you. 
His  Majesty  has  therefore  resolved  to 
appoint  a -confidential  person  to  proceed 
to  the  government  cf  the  United  States 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  them; 
t lercby  giving  a new  proof  of  his  de- 
ference for  the  American  government, 
l»v  his  desire  te  be  thoroughly  informed 
o ev  ry  thing  which  has  passed  in  rela- 
tion to  the  treaty. 

It  is  true  that  when  this  determinate  n 
which  the  king,  r.iv  master,  has  be-  n 
pleased  to  take  in  relation  to  this  affair, 
will  come  to  the  knowledge  of  your  go- 
vernment, the  cpocha  of  the  22d  of  Au- 
gust will  have  elapsed : but  this  circuut- 
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stance  need  prove  no  obstacle  to  the  ob- 
taining the  requisite  explanations  and  e 
claircissements  on  the  treaty,  as  it  is  to 
be  supposed  that  the  American  govern- 
ment would  readily  have  afforded  them 
at  an  earlier  period, if  the  circumstances 
before  pointed  out  had  not  prevented 
their  being  required  immediately. 

The  communication  which  I had  the 
honor  to  make  to  you  on  the  10th  inst. 
and  which  could  not  have  been  made 
sooner,  has  been  realized  in  due  time 
and  certainly  the  government  of  the  U- 
Jiited  States  cannot  fail  to  receive  it  fa- 
vorably, if  their  desires,  in  conformity 
with  those  of  his  Catholic  majesty,  are 
directed  to  the  auspicious  object  of  see 
ing  the  differences  which  existed  be 
tween  both  governments  at  once  termi- 
nated, and  their  amicable  relations  con 
solidated  upon  a firm  and  permanent  ba 
£is. 

This  being  the  sole  object  proposed 
by  his  Catholic  majesty,  he  has  judged 
that,  in  order  to  attain  it,  there  was  no 
mode  more  fit  and  suitable,  than  to  in- 
vestigate and  explain  before  he  gave  his 
sanction  to  an  agreement,  which  is  to 
■serve  as  a basis  of  the  future  relations 
between  the  two  powers,  whatever 
doubts  and  elucidations  it  might  have 
given  rise  to  He  has  therefore  detcr- 
imined  to  despatch  to  the  seat  of  the  A- 
Uierican  government  a person  charged 
with  stating  to  it  frankly  and  candidly 
the  wishes  of  the  king  my  master;  which 
lie  flatters  himselt  will  be  fully  accom- 
plished, if  he  is  met  by  similar  disposi- 
tions, which  it  appears  must  be  the 
case,  if  your  government  cherish  the 
same  sentiments  by  which  his  majesty  is 
animated. 

Inconsequence  of  what  I have  herein 
stated,  I trust  that  you  will  agree  with 
•me  that  the  government  of  the  king,  nay 
master  has  proceeded  in  this  affair  witii 
all  prudence  and  circumspection;  tha< 
it  has  not  been  possible  for  it  to  take  . 
decision  upon  it  until  it  had  previously 
instituted  a full  investigation,  withou 
being  exposed  to  tho  hazards  of  a pre- 
cipitate determination,  and,  finally,  tha' 
the  resolution  of  his  Catholic  majesty; 
far  from'being  liable  to  an  unfavorable 
interpretation,  is  the  most  conducive  to 
promote  the  principle  connected  with 
this  affair,  and  the  most  likely  to  regu- 
late it  in  a satisfactory  manner,  while  it 
at  the  same  time  reconciles  the  interests 
of  both  nations. 

Til  this  persuasion,  I cannot  but  flat- 
ter myself  that  your  communication  to 
your  government  will  accord  with  this 
sentiment,  and  that  they  will  tend  to  re 
move  any  doubtful  interpretation  that  it 
might  give  to  the  determination  adpoted 
by  his  Catholic  majesty,  and  which  1 
have  already  had  the  honor  tocommuni 
cate  to  you. 

I avail  myself  with  pleasure  of  this 
renewed  occasion  to  offer  to  you  the 
assurances  of  my  high  and  particular 
•consideration.  God  preserve  you  many 
years.

The  Moniteur  announces,  that  his  ma- 
jesty had  pardoned  all  the  persons  ban 
isbed  from  France,  who  have  not  been 
tried  and  condemned  par  Conlumace,  ex- 
cepting those  who  voted  for  the  death  of 
Louis  XVI. 

Note. — We  belive  that  those  only 
who  were  included  in  the  first  section 
of  the  law  of  July  1815,  eighteen  in 
number,  have  been  tried  and  condemned, 
and  consequently,  that  the  thirty  eight 
included  in  the  second  article  of  that 
law  are  new  pardoned,  and  are  permit- 
ted to  return  to  France.  The  regicides 
are  banished  by  another  law. 

The  following  are  some  minutes  of 
the  eighten  mentioned  above. 

Shot  at  Paris  De- 
cember. 7,  1815.

MELANCHOLY  SHIPWRECK. 

SEW  YORK,  JAR.  22. 

Last  evening  Mr.  Jessup,  son  of  tin 
wreck  master  at  Southampton,  Long  Is- 
land, arrived  in  town  with  letters  from 
his  father,  announcing  the  loss  of  the 
ship  Helen,  Capt.  Iluguct. 

The  Helen  was  from  Bordeaux  bound 
to  this  port,  with  a cargo  of  brandy,  wine, 
dry  goods,  prunes,  fruit  preserved  in 
brandy,  books  and  stationary.  She  had 
also  six  passengers,  the  whole  of  whom, 
together  with  the  captain,  Steward,  and 
cabin  boy,  were  lost. 

From  Mr.  Jessup  we  have  received 
the  following  particulars.  On  the  morn- 
ing of  the  17th  instant,  at  dawn  of  day, 
a large  ship  was  discovered  on  the  beach 
the  wind  blowing  a tremendous  gale,  and 
every  wave  making  a complete  breach, 
over  the  vessel. 

The  tide  was  unsually  high,  and  the 
turf  rolled  upon  the  beach  much  far- 
ther than  the  inhabitants  had  ever  before 
seen  it. 

The  inhabitants  hailed  the  persons  on 
deck,  and  advised  them  to  go  below.  Se- 
veral followed  the  advice.  The  Stew- 
ard was  thrown,  by  the  violence  of  the 
waves,  over  the  bow,  and  was  drowned. 
Shortly  after  the  larboard  quarter  was 
torn  away,  and  the  rnizen  mast  went  by 
the  board.  As  soon  as  the  tide  fell, 
hooks  and  ladders  were  placed  on  board, 
by  which  the  mate  and  eight  seamen, 
who  had  remained  in  the  forecastle,  and 
who  were  still  living,  were  taken  out. 
\il  who  were  in  the  cabin,  were  either 
drowned  or  frozen  to  death.  Three  gen- 
tlemen were  found  dead  in  the  fore  ris- 
ing completely  covered  with  icc.  The 
lames  of  the  persons  lost,  as  far  as  we 
can  ascertain,  from  our  informant  and 
t|-om  a letter  received  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Roue hand,  captain  Hu  if  net  major  Ste- 
ret.  American  consul  at  Rochefort,  Mr. 
Kronemache-,  Mitchell , Porringer , Mr. 
Casfielt , Mr.  Eytiesto,  Mr.  Colievc,  ant! 
the  steward  and  cabin  boy  of  the  ship. 
The  bodies  of  Mr.  Kronemache,  two 
Spanish  gentlemen  and  the  steward, 
were  found  soon  after  the  ship  went  to 
pieces.  On  the  morning  of  the  1 nth,  as 
Mr.  Jessup  was  leaving  home,  the  body 
of  a vonug  man  was  also  found  and 
the  five  were  to  bs  interred  or  Wcdncs- 
lay  afternoon. 

Two  of  the  passengers  were  Spanish 
gentlemen  of  large  fortunes,  and  were 
on  a tour  of  pi  'asnrc  to  this  count  rr.  A 
considerable  part  of  brandy  and  wine  was 
scattered  along  the  beach  for  nearly  a 
mile,  and  was  saved.  About  fifty  let- 
ters floated  ashore.  They  were  brought 
to  town  by  Mr.  Jessup,  and  arc  lodged 
in  the  Post  office.  The  cargo  was  con- 
signed to  Joseph  Bouchand,  Larue,  Pal- 
mer ft  Co.  B.  I)  sohry,  Felix  Casumne, 
S.  V.  Bouland,  B Souillard,  H.  Chal- 
ard,  P.  M.  Kafourede,  J.  B.  Cazenaux, 
Charles  Guerin,  Mr.  Kronemache,  Pe- 
ter Harmony,  T.  J:  C.  Bolton,  Peter 
Perdriaux,  L.  C.  Chavpenter,  Aug.  Bos- 
quet & Co Oravellcn,  and  to  or-

THE  QUESTION  OF  BOUNDA- 
RY SETTLED ! 

The  following  is  the  convention  be- 
tween the  commissioners  of  this  State 
and  Tennessee,  acting  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  legislatures  of  their  respective 
states,  by  which,  wc  trust,  the  unpleas- 
ant controversy  hitherto  existing  on  the 
subject  of  boundary  is  amicably  and 
permanently  adjusted. 

The  States  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee, 
desirous  of  terminating  the  controver- 
sy which  lias  so  long  subsisted  be- 
tween said  states  in  relation  to  thcii 
common  boundary,  atid  of  restoring 
the  most  perfect  good  understanding 
aBd  harmony  between  them,  have,  for 
that  purpose,  appointed  their  respec- 
tive commissioners,  that  is  to  say:  The 
S'ate  of  Kentucky  on  her  part  has  ap- 
pointed John  J.  Crittenden  and  Robert 
I rimhje;  and  tife^statc  of  Tennessee 
on  her  part  has  appointed  Felix  Grun- 
dy and  William  L.  Brown,  who  af- 
ter a reciprocal  communication  of 
their  respective  powers,  have  agreed 
upen  the  following  articles  and  stipu- 
lations: 

Article  I.  The  line  of  boundary  and 
separation  between  the  states  of  Ken- 
tucky and  Tennessee,  shall  he  as  fol- 
laws,  to  wit:  The  line  run  by  the  Vir- 
ginia Commissioners,  in  the  years  se- 
venteen hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and 
seventeen  hundred  and  eighty, commonly 
called  Walker’s  line  as  the  same  is  re- 
puted, understood,  and  acted  upon  bv 
the  said  states,  their  respective  officers 
aud  citizens  trom  the  south  eastern  cor- 
ner of  Kentucky  to  the  Tennessee  river; 
thence  with  and  up  said  river  to  the 
point  where  the  line  of  Alexander  and 
Munsell,  run  by  them  in  the  last  year 
under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  the  le- 
gislature of  Kentucky,  entitled  “ an  act 
to  run  the  boundary  line  between  this 
state  and  the  slate  of  Tennessee,  west  of 
the  Tennessee  river,  approvt  d February 
8th,  1 8.19,”  would  cross  said  river  ; and 
thence  with  the  said  line  of  Alexander 
an.  Munsell  to  the  termination  thereof 
■n  the  Mississippi  river,  below  New 
Madrid. 


Art.  II.  It  is  agreed  and  understood; 
that  from  the  point  where  Walker’s 
line  strikes  the  Tennpssee  river,  to  the 
point  where  the  line  of  Alexander  and 
Munsell  would  cross  the  same,  the  said 
Tennessee  river  shall  he  the  common 
ooundary  of  said  states,  and  subject  to 
their  common  use  and  concurrent  juris- 
fiction.  Any  island  or  islands,  in  that 
part  of  the  river  Tennessee,  which 
lorins  the  common  boundary  between 
he  two  states,  shall  lie  within  the  ex- 
lusivc  jurisdiction  of  Kentucky,  hut  any 
ippropriations  thereof  by  individuals 
heretofore  made  under  the  laws  of  North 
Carolina  or  Tennessee,  shall  be  valid. 

Art.  III.  Whenever  the  governor  of 
either  state  shall  deem  it  expedient  to 
have  the  boundary  line  between  the 
two  states,  which  is  east  of  the  Tennes- 
see  river,  or  any  part  thereof,  run  and 
plainly  marked,  he  shall  cause  a notifica- 
tion thereof  to  he  communicated  to  the 
governor  of  the  other  state,  & thereupon 
with  all  convenient  despatch  two  survey- 
ors shall  be  appointed  fer  that  purpose, 
one  by  the  governor  of  each  state  ; and 
the  surveyors  so  appointed  shall  have 
power  to  employ  a competent  number 
of  chain  carriers  anil  assistants,  and  they 
shall  ascertain,  survey  and  mark  said 
line  plainly  and  durably,  having  due  res 
pect  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  article 
thereof;  and  it  shall  lie  the  duty  of  said 
surveyors  to  make  out  and  sign  dupli- 
cate plats  and  reports  of  their  surveys 
and  proceedings,  to  be  communicated 
by  each  surveyor  to  the  governor  of  his 
respective  state,  to  be  deposited  and 
preserved  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
ol  state,  for  a testimony  and  memorial 
of  the  boundary  between  said  states. — 
And  all  cost  and  expense  that  may  be 
incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  ar- 
ticle, and  in  surveying  and  marking 
said  boundary  line,  shall  he  paid  by  said 
states,  jointly  and  equally. 

Art.  IV.  The  claims  to  lands,  lying 
westol  the  Tcnnescc  river  and  north  of 
Alexander’s  and  Munscll’s  line  derived 
from  North  Carolina  or  Tennessee, 
shall  be  considered  null  aud  void;  and 
claims  to  lands  lying  south  of  said  line 
and  west  'c  f Tennessee  river,  dcriv< 
f:  in  \ irginia  or  Kentucky,  shall  ii. 
like  manner  be  considered  null  an 
void. 

Art  V.  All  lands  now  v'ccrrt  and 
unappropriated  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons claiming  to  hold  under  the  states  o! 
North  Carolina  or  Tennessee,  east  oi 
the  Tennessee  river,  and  parallel  ol  the 
latitude  36°  30' north,  shall  be  the  pro 
perty  ol,  and  suhj  cl  to  the  dispos’tion  ol 
the  st re  of  Kentucky,  which  state  may 
snake  all  laws  necessary  and  proper  fot 
disposing  off  and  granting  said  lands  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  may  by  herself  or 
officers,  do  a >y  sets  necessary  and  pro- 
per for  carrying  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  ailicic  into  effect ; and  any  gra- 1 
or  grants  she  may  make  thereof,  or  of 
any  part  thereof,  shall  he  received  in  ev- 
idence in  all  the  courts  of  law  and  equi- 
ty in  the  state  of  Tennessee,  and  be  a- 
vadable  to  the  party  deriving  title  under 
the  same ; and  the  land  referred  to  in 
this  article  shall  not  be  subject  to  taxa- 
tion by  the  state  of  Tennessee  for  five 
years,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  in 
the  mean  time  be  appropriated  by  indi- 
viduals. 

Aar.  VI.  Claims  to  land  east  of  the 
Tennessee  river,  between  Walker’s  line 
and  the  latitude  of  35°  30'  north,  derived 
from  the  state  of  Virginia,  in  considera- 
tion r.f  military  sci  vices,  shall  not  be 
prejudiced  in  any  respect  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  Walker’s  line;  but  such 
claims  shall  be  considered  as  rightfully 
entered  or  granted,  and  the  claimants 
m y e.  ter  upon  said  lands  or  assert  their 
l ights  in  courts  of  justice  without  pre- 
judice by  lapse  of  lime,  or  from  any 
statute  of  limitations  for  any  period  pri- 
or to  the  settlement  of  the  boundary  be- 
tween the  two  states;  saving,  however, 
to  the  holders  and  occupants  of  i onflic- 
ting  claims,  if  any  there  he,  the  right  of 
shewing  such  entries  or  grants  to  be  in- 
valid and  of  no  effect,  or  that  they  have 
paramount  or  superior  titles  to  the  land 
covered  by  such  Virginia  claims. 

Art.  V II.  All  private  rights  and  in- 
terests of  lands  between  Walker’s  line 
from  the  Cumberland  river  near  the 
m.  uth  of  Ohy’s  river  to  the  south  east- 
ern corner  ol  Kentucky,  at  the  point 
where  the  boundary  line  between  Vir- 
ginia and  Kentucky  intersects  Walker’s 
line  on  the  Cumberland  mom  ‘n,  and 
the  parallel  of  36°  30'  north  latitude, 
heretofore  derived  from  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  Kentucky  or  Tennessee,  shall 
he  considered  as  rightfully  emanating 
from  either  of  those  states;  and  the 
states  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  ic- 
serve  to  themselves,  respectively,  the 
power  of  carrying  into  grant  claims  not 
yet  perfected  ; and  in  case  of  conflicting 
claims  (if  any  such  there  he)  the  validi- 
ty ot  each  claim  shall  be  tested  by  the 
laws  of  the  state  from  which  it  emana- 
ted, and  the  contest  shall  he  decided  as 
if  each  state  respectively  had  possess- 
ed the  jurisdiction  and  soil,  and  full  pow- 
er and  light  to  authorise  the  location, 
survey,  or  grant,  according  to  her  own 
rules  and  regulations. 

Art.  VIII.  It  is  agreed  that  the  fore- 
going articles  shall  receive  the  most  lib- 
eral construction  for  effecting  the  ob- 
jects contemplated,  and  should  any  dis- 
agreement arise  as  to  the  interpretation 
or  in  the  execution  thereof,  two  citizgps 
of  the  United  Stales,  but  residents  nei- 
ther of  Kentucky  nor  Tennessee,  shall 
be  selected,  one  by  the  Executive  of 
each  state,  with  power  to  choose  an  um- 
pire in  case  of  disagrr  ement,  whose  de- 
cision shall  be  final  on  all  points  to  them 
submitted. 

Art.  IX.  Should  any  further  iegis 
lative  acts  be  deemed  requisite  to  effec- 
tuate the  foregoing  articles  and  stipula- 
tions, the  faith  of  the  two  states  is  here- 
by pledged,  that  they  will  unite  in  ma- 


king such  provisions  ar.d  respectively 
oass  such  laws  as  may  he  necessary  to 
c u ry  the  same  into  full  and  complete 
-effect 

Art.  X.  The  foregoing  articles  and 
stipulations,  if  ratified  by  the  legislature 
o‘  Kentucky  during  their  present  ses- 
sion, shall  forever  he  obligatory  and 
binding  on  both  states,  and  take  effect 
from  this  day.

to  whom  made ; the  different  times 
of  repayment  and  also  the  anicunt  of  the

BRIBERY  AT  ELECTIONS. 

Mr.  Justice  Bayley,  in  passing  seh- 
tencc  on  Sir  M.  M.  Lopez,  and  others 
for  bribery,  and  corruption,  said  “ thc.r 
crime  was  one  of  the  greatest  magni- 
tude, and  lie  confessed  his  own  poverty 
oi  language  to  express  the  abhorrence 
in  which  such  a crime  on  ghttobe  held 
by  every  man  in  the  country.  It  was  of 
the  highest  importance  to  thepublic  tbaC 
the  purity  ol  election shouklbe  preserv- 
ed. 1 here  should  he  no  inroad  into 
tnc  house  of  Commons  by  any  corrupt 
means;  for  how  could  the  country  have 
any  confidence  in  that  house  if  its 
doors  were  open  to  corruption  ; or  could 
the  public  be  induced  to  believe,  that 
persons  who  obtained  seats  by  such 
means  would  themselves  he  free  from 
being  corrupted  in  that  place  ? Tho 
ru.k  and  consideration  of  the  defend- 
ant were  circumstances,  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  greatly  aggravated 
■iis  offence,  and  called  for  additional  se- 
verity.” 

I he  sentence  of  the  court,  as  stated 
l ) our  last,  was  that  for  the  offence  in 
ornwall,  Sir  M.  M.  Lopez  pay  a fine 
of  8,000/  and  he  imprisoned  for  21  ca» 
ieinlar  mom  is  in  Exeter  goal ; and  for 
that  in  Devonshire,  a fine  of  2,000/.  and 
further  imprisonment  in  the  same  gaol 
r,,r  t!,ree  calender  months.

WILLIAM  T.  BARRY,  ESQ. 

It  is  riot  necessary  to  say  of  this  gen- 
tleman, that  he  is  a worthy  member  of 
the  community.  lie  received  his  exist- 
ence, and  was  reared  to  manhood,  in  the 
neighborhod  of  this  town.  The  scienti- 
fic and  professional  education  he  possess- 
es, was  acquired  in  the  west.  Elis  pro- 
found knowledge  of  mankind  has  been 
obtained  by  an  easy,  dignified  and  unaf- 
fected intercourse  with  his  fellow  men. 
His  notions  of  elf.vated  character, 
were  not  derived  through  the  medium 
of  inherited  wealth.

The  bill  to  repeal  the  charters  of  the 
Independent  banks  has  passed  the  bouse 
of  representatives,  5 2 to  27.  I hare 
heretofore  entertained  the  opinion  that 
it  would  be  rejected  in  the  senate  : but 
in  a conversation  with  one  of  the  mem 
hers  of  that  body,  I received  a diffeicn 
impression ; and  am  now  prepared  to 
believe  the  repeal  wi*'I  take  place. 

The  property  law  has  failed  in  the 
lower  house  by  four  votes.  The  friends 
o'  that  measure  have-not  yet  despaired 
of  ultimately  succcding  ir  their  eflV  rts 
to  relieve  a distressed  community.  The 
senate  has  taken  up  the  subject ; and  on 
this  day  Mr.  Barry,  the  senator  from 
Fayette,  advocated  the  bill  in  a speech 
of  more  than  three  hours  length,  and 
in  an  able,  elegant  and  masterly  manner 
Patrick  Henry,  in  the  day  of  his  great- 
ness— when  he  was  contending  for  the 
liberties  of  mankind — could  not  have 
greatly  surpassed  tlj/o  specimen  of  viv- 
id and  splendid  oratory  we  have  just 
witnessed.  It  has  been  my  good  fortune 
o have  had  an  opportunity  of  hearing 
tie  first  orators  which  America  _s 
yiUded  : and  T freely  ami  frankly  d - j 

clai*  that  I never  was  before  so  com -I 
plenty  chained  torn;-  seat  by  the  magic; 
cord  ef  eloc/TTence — nor  so  involuntarily 
drawn  vuo  all  the  feelings  of  the  Speak- 
er. His  heart  appeared  to  melt  with 
charity  an] benevolence,  when  he  touch- 
ed on  the  embarrassed  situation  of  the 
country.  His  powers  were  displayed  in 
fi  style  which  can  never  be  forgotten  by 
his  auditors. 

During  the  whole  of  his  speech  bis 
personal  aspect  constituted  a mirror, 
which  exhibited  all  the  gentleness  and  a- 
miablencss  of  human  nature.  The  at- 
tention of  the  Senate  Was  celled  to  the 
benevolent  character  of  the  meek  and 
bumble  Saviour  of  mankind.  He  was  I 
not  seen  figuring  in  counting-rooms, 
banking,  houses,  and  palaces;  but  he 
was  found  in  the  lowly  cottage  of  the 
distressed — healing  the  wounds  of  the 
afflicted.  Mr.  Barry  suggested,  that  it 
Was  the  poor  of  this  country  who  stood 
in  need  of  legislative  aid  ; and,  imitating 
the  divine  example  he  hail  just  alluded 
to,  ho  was  willing  to  contribute  his  mite 
for  their  relief,  and  raise  them  up  from 
ruin  and  wretchedness.  I cannot  pre- 
tend to  offer  you  a full  view  of  his  argu- 
ments. Suffice  it  to  say,  he  has  justly 
acquired  to  himself,  a distinction  which 
but  few  men  enjoy.

Dear  Sir, 

The  Property  law  as  it  is  generally 
called,  W35  finally  rejected  in  our  house 
some  days  ago.  Since  that  time  the  se- 
nate have  had  under  consideration  a sim- 
lar  bill,  which  originated  in  that  house. 
The  advocates  for  the  bill  were  Messrs. 
Barry,  Bledsoe,  and  Owings;  those  who 
opposed  it  were  Messrs.  Roper,  Crutch- 
er, and  some  others  The  debates  up- 


on this  subject  were  seldom  ever  equal- j 
led.  They  were  full  of  fire,  eloquence 
and  feeling  Sc  darkly  prophetic  of  the  j 
evils  that  awaited  the  people,  if  the  bill 
should  not  pass.  Barry  not  only  paint- 
ed the  subject  in  beautiful  and  livid  co- 
lours, but  placed  it  in  its  most  bold,  and 
lofty  attitudes,  and  when  he  came  to  that 
part  of  his  argument  in  which  he  said  if 
rigid  law  had  bcendeaitoutto  mankind, 
the  Saviour  ol  the  world  never  would 
have  appeared  to  plead  for  merry  and 
pardon.  I was  like  Agrippa  before  St. 
Patil,  almost  persuaded  to  become  a 
Christian.  This  speech  was  replete  with 
noble  and  generous  sentiments.  The 
law  he  contended  ought  to  be  dealt  out 
in  mercy,  and  that  it  was  introduced  in 
civil  society  with  a view  to  ameliorate, 
and  lessen  the  suff  rings  of  humanity. 
The  senate  rejected  the  bill  by  a major- 
ity of  two  votes  at  its  third  reading,  and 
a replevy  is  now  spoken  of.  What  will 
be  ultimately  done  is  difficult  to  tell. 
Some  law  I think  ought  to  be  passed  to 
protect  the  people  from  the  banks.  But 
I cannot  think  of  voting  for  the  creditor 
to  receive  either  paper  or  property. 
Both  projects  are  alike  in  direct  viola- 
tion of  the  constitution  ; besides  many 
mischievous  consequences  would  result 
by  fostering  a depreciating  paper  cur- 
rency. A bill  was  passed  onr  bouse 
taxing  the  Branch  banks  of  the  United 
States  gl.5,000  conditionally:  If  they 
will  pay  that  sum  into  the  Treasury 
they  are  exempted  from  the  conditions 
of  law,  otherwise  they  are  not  authorized 
to  receive  a greater  interest  than  one  per 
cent,  upon  any  transaction  of  any  kind 
whatsoever  and  all  transactions  of  every 
nature  are  made  null  and  void  without 
they  pay  the  above  lax.  The  federal 
Judiciary  will  in  all  probability  declare 
this  law  unconstitutional,  but  it  will  at 
least  be  another  expression  of  public 
will  upon  that  subject.

FRANKFORT,  FEBRUARY.  4. 

Mr.  Underwood  has  introduced  a res- 
olution to  remove  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment to  Harrodsburg.  The  Argus  has 
assailed  him  in  a quibbling  manner  by  in- 
directly contending  that  the  measure 
must  be  done  by  lata,  although  the  edi- 
tors know,  that  resolutions  are  often  the 
foundation  of  laws,  and  sometimes  pre- 
cede the  appointment  of  committees  to 
frame  them.  In  this  measure  I have 
no  personal  interest : but  I feel  some 
as  a citizen,  who  wishes  to  see  the  snip 
of  state  sail  prosperously  on  the  politi- 
cal ocean ; and  that  ship  cannot  sail  on 
the  arm  of  the  ocean  on  which  it  is  now 
floating.

Indeed,  I ccn- 
s der  the  money  of  the  state  which  is 
vested  in  this  bank,  as  totally  lost;  and 
it  would  be  better  uow  to  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  people  of  the  Green  River  coun- 
try. The  people  here,  have  ruled  that 
institution ; and,  it  they  have  abused  the 
favors  of  the  state,  shall  be  punished 
for  their  misdemeanors  and  their  follies. 
Therefore,  let  the  government  go  to  a 
more  healthful  clime.  Any  "change 
would  be  for  the  better';  and  any  air 
■note  pure  than  what  floats  here.  It  is

' further  reason  with  me,  to  vote  for 
me  measure,  did  I continue  to  be  a 
member  of  the  House,  would  be  that  c- 
ven  tv.,  boys  here  are  constantly  seek 
mg  for  office;  looking  to  office  as  their 
means  o^support,  instead  of  depending 
on  their  ow  n industry.

to  12.  Although  from  the  vote  it  w ill 
appear  that  there  w as  opposition,  it  was 
highly  gratifying  to  remark,  the  truly 
liberal  course  observed.  The  bill  was 
reported,  the  rules  dispensed  with,  and 
jit  passed  without  delay.  The  feelings  j 
; manifested  in  favor  of  this  institution,  by 
the  senate,  are  such  as  to  enliven  the 
hopes  of  its  friends,  and  to  promise  in 
future  a liberal  patronage.  The  pecu- 
liar character  of  the  times  forbid  a lar- 
ger appropriation  at  present;  indeed  it 
'is  believed  that  the  opposition  to  the 
measure,  on  the  part  ol  those  who  voted 
j against  the  bill,  was  prompted  more 
j from  the  consideration  of  the  times,  than 
from  feelings  ol  hostility.  All  ac.Unoxvl- 
|cdge  the  importance  and  utility  of  the 
institution,  and  look  forward  with  pleas- 
ure to  its  advancement.  They  see  in  it 
all  that  can  fill  the  wishes  and  gratify 
the  pride  of  the  state.  The  bill  repeal- 
ing the  Indcpendant  banks  passed  the 1 
senate  yesterday,  by  a vote  of  18  to 
15,  very  unexpectedly  to  the  friends 
of  the  Independent  banks.  'The  sen- 
ator from  Nelson,  who  was  in  favor 
of  this  repeal,  w as  absent,  and  it  w'as  con- 
fidently believed  the  bill  would  be  re- 
jected : but  two  others,  calculated  on, 
as  being  opposed  to  it,  voted  for  it.  I 
fear  this  measure  will  have  a bad  ten- 
dency, and  will  add  much  to  the  em- 
barrassments already  fell;  in  this  act  of 
repeal  of  charters  that  had  not  been  vio-j 
lated,  is  to  be  seen  a spirit  of  disorgan-l 
ization,  and  want  of  good  faith,  that  will ! 
tend  to  destroy  confidence  at  home,  and1 
will  certainly  detract  from  our  charac-j 
ter  abroad. 

The  property  law  is  again  revived

Its  friends  arc  struggling  nobly,  like  the

1’OWEIt  TO  REPEAL. 

Much  has  been  said,  within  a few  days,  a- 
gainst  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  repeal 
the  charters  of  the  Independent  Banks.  Com- 
plaint: were  expected  to  be  made  by  the  un- 
qualified friends  of  evil  ami  corrupnon  which 
was  unfortunately  issued  into  the  world  by  the 
ill-fated  legislature  of  1817-18.  We  conceive 
that  chartered  privileges  are  alw  ays  dangerous. 
If  they  are  granted,  the  high  and  indestructi- 
ble attributes  of  sovereignty  w hich  are  insep- 
erable  from  the  people,  ensures  the  right  to 
withdraw  them  whenever  that  people  deem  it 
necessary  forthe  common  good  of  the  whole. 
Has  the  Legislature  now-  in  session  a right  to 
contract  away  our  liberties — and  the  succeed- 
ig  one  deprived  of  the  power  of  restoring 
them  ? We  presume  not.  The  repealing  act 
that  has  just  taken  place  may  be  mentioned 
:ts  a novel  one — and  may  be  even  adverted  to 
as  a solitary  instance  in  the  history  of  the  na- 
tion. Yet  such  reasoning  has  no  weight,' 
when  compared  with  the  high  consideration, 
that  a contrary  doctrine  to  that  which  has 
been  asserted  by  the  legislature  in  the  repeal, 
would  vitally  slab  the  liberties  of  the  people — 
and  deprive  them  of  the  great  blessings  con- 
fet  ed  upon  them  by  the  God  of  Nature. 

We  make  the  following  extract  from  the 
speech  of  Mr.  T.  I’.  Moore  (of  Mercer)  dcliv-j 
ered  in  the  house  of  representatives  when  the 
repealing  bill  was  pending  in  that  body. 

The  first  view  which  I shall  take  of 
that  bill  is  in  relation  to  its  constitution- 
ality. It  is  contended  by  many,  that  the 
charters  of  the  Indcpendant  banks  are 
ci  ntracts  between  the  state  and  the  sev- 
eral persons  composing  those  corpora- 1 
lions,  and  that  a repeal  of  their  charters 
would  be  a violation  of  such  contract, 
and  would  impair  its  obligation,  contra- 
ry to  the  constitution  of  our  country. — 
There  are,  Mr.  Speaker,  two  kinds  of 
corporations  ; one  is  the  grant  of  power 
to  do  certain  things,  for  which  compen- 
sation is  allowed  by  the  charter ; the 
other  is  a grant  of  certain  privileges  to 
be  used  for  the  public  good.  The  for-j 
mcr  is  a contract  the  latter  is  not. — 
Of  the  former  kind,  are  corporations  in- 
stituted for  the  building  of  bridges,  the 
tic  king  of  turnpikes,  and  digging  of  ca- 
nds.  In  those  cases  the  contract  con-! 
sists  in  this: — The  corporation  agrees  to, 
expend  their  money  in  building  a bridge,1 
making  a turnpike,  or  digging  a canal, 
and  are  allow  ed  by  the  slate  certain  tolls! 
as  a compensation.  The  corporation  a-j 
grccs  to  build  their  bridge,  and  the  state, 
agrees  that  iti  consideration  thereof, 
(they  shall  be  permitted  to  levy  certain 
itolls.  After  they  have  spent  their  nio- 
jni  y and  converted  it  into  a bridge,  it  is  j 
not  within  the  constitutional  power  jof j 
the  legislature  to  say  they  shall  not  rc-] 
ceive  the  tolls  which  were  the  moving! 
consideration  for  the  expenditure  of  j 
their  money.  A repeal  of  their  charter 
in  this  instance  would  impair  the  con- 
tract and  destroy  the  propel ty  ofintli 
victuals  who  had  in  good  faith  complied’ 
with  their  agreement  with  the  state.  In 
those  cases  and  in  all  others  in  which  a 
charter  o incorporation  Iv  s the  nature 


services  performed,  is  not  a r.ate.vhl 
right,  but  a mere  creature  of  the  law, 
or  live  result  ol  the  contract  between 
ti  e state  and  individuals.  Any  man  may 
build  a bridge,  make  a turnpike,  dig  a 
canal,  cn  his  own  land  or  over  his  own 
vvatfVs;  but  he  cannot  exact  tolls  unless 
pei  milled  by  law.  The  expense  of  those 
undertakings  is  so  great  that  individuals 
will  not  incur  it  without  compensation. 
To  encourage  such  entevprizes,  the 
state  may  comract  with  individuals,  that 
if  they  will  incur  tiic  necessary  expense 
in  making  these  improvements,  they 
shall  receive  compensation  in  tolls, — 
It  is  a fair  contract,  and  the  state  cannot 
rightfully  dissolve  it.  Nor  does  it  make 
any  difference  whether  the  right  be  giv- 
en to  a corporation  by  a charter,  (so 
called)  or  to  an  individual  by  law.  A 
charter  adds  not  ing  to  the  -sac  ml  ness 
of  the  contract,  but  it  is  just  as  inviola- 
ble in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other.  The 
repeal  of  the  charter  or  the  law  would 
equally  violate  the  contract  and  destroy 
the  property  of  one  of  the  parties. 

But  banking,  Mr.  Speaker,  rests  on 
grounds  essentially  different.  It  is  a 
natural  light,  originally  possessed  by 
every  member  of  the  community  before 
it  was  taken  away  by  law.  It  was  found!

general  exercise  w as  injurious  to  the  j 
interests  of  the  community.

These  corporations  are  not  required 
to  perform  any  act  or  make  any  public 
improvement,  to  entitle  them  to  issue 
notes  and  receive  interest  on  their  mon- 
ey.

11  the  state  ex- 
pects any  thing,  it  is  that  they  will  afford 
more  capital  for  trade,  and  a circula- 
ting medium  to  the  country.  But  nei- 
ther these,  nor  any  other  public  servi- 
ces are  required  of  them  as  a condition 
on  which  they  shall  exercise  banking 
powers.  To  confer  the  power  of  bank- 
ing is,  therefore,  the  naked  restoration 
of  a natural  right.  Shall  it  be  said  that 
this  right  when  restored  to  a few,  is  more 
sacred  than  when  it  originally  belonged 
to  the  whole  community  ? Shall  it  be 
said,  that  the  legislature  could  taka  this 
right  from  the  whole  people  when  the 
public  good  required  it,  and  that  they 
cannot  now  take  it  from  a privileged 
few  ?
